Won Toothbrnshes Are Made. 

Although the toothbrti.sh is not a very 
•ompliculed article, uo small degree of 
skill is required in its tnauufacture. Iu 
tho first place, earo must be exercised in 
Iho Rejection of bono from which the 
luindle is to bo made. For this purpose 
tho thigh bono of an ox is used, aud in- 
stead of boiling theso with the joints on 
— tho method commonly in vogue — 
these joints are sawed off previous to 
'.ho boiling process. The increased heat 
necessary in tho former method renders 
•he bone unfit for the purjjoso of tho 
•irush manufaet;urer. On arriving at 
;ho factory the bones are first sawed into 
thu required length and thickness for 
iirnsh-handles. They are next turned 
with a model in a similar manner to that 
••>mployed in tho manufacture of shoe- 
lasts. Then comes tho polishing pro- 
cess, which is done by means of a sort of 
revolving churn. An ingeniously con- 
trived muchiuo now takes tho pieces and 
deftly punctures holes for the bristles, 
whilo grooves are cut in the top by s.aws. 
Now being ready for the bristles, they 
!vro introduced to the department for 
this work. Girls are usually employed 
for this branch of tho business, .^fter 
putting in tho bristles, they are backed 
with sealing-wax to fasten them seoiiroly 
in place and to fill up tho groves. All 
that remains to bo done is to brand the 
brushes and pack them for market. ^'^

The telegraph recently announced the 
withdrawal from the Hussian cabinet 
of LoRts Melikoff, governor o£ St 
Petersburg ; but few are aware of the 

• causes .that- led to the withdrawal. The 
London 'Daily A'eivt supplicfi the rea- 
Bon of the re.signation, which is found 
in the face that Melikoff is for an 
official Russian a political vara avis — be 
favors the graniing of constitutional 
powers to the people. It'^is known 
that he has rhet with bitter opposition 
on this subject from other members of 
the Ministry. The ^'^u}a correspond- 
ent reports the deliberation of an ex- 
traordinary Council summoned by the 
Eiuperor-jto'c-bn^ider Count Melikoff's 
proposition that a coramittce should be 
convoked of elected representatives , of 
t«rritorial bodies, towns and the nobili- 
ty for the discussion of State questions. 
The first to speak was one of the young- 
est Ministers, but a man of mature 
years, of great learning, and strong re- 

; ligiouB convictions, and, from long early 
"associations, he is believed to exercise 
great influence with the present Em- 
peror. He e.xpressed his desire to bow 
to the will of the deceased Emperor, 
but advised that tho realization of the 
proposition, should be^c^eferred. In his 
opiniot^ jt)ie|ukase, which containbd so 
m\iei that was new to tbo minds of the 
people in respect to their relations to 
the government, would not only fail to 
produce a reassuring eflect, but would 
give rise to greater perturbation. There 
w(u dlready sufficient agitation ; it was 
necessary, in the first place, to subdue 
it. Tho nation expected firm and au- 
thoritative action from its ne^v czar, 
capable of consolidating tho shaken ad- 
ministration, and not that this authori- 
ty should be attenuated by allowing 
society to discuss questions on which 
'hitherto its opinion bad , not been con- 
sulted. "It is only the clergy," con- 
>- tinued thq speaker, that are keeping 
the people in the right path. The par- 
ish schoolmaster is infected with Nihil- 
ism,' as are the persona who come into 
contact with the peasant in his local 
affairs. It is only the clergy who teach 
the'pe&ple to b% loyal to their God, 
tbeirlCzar-v'.ftnd their country. If the 
clergy'perceive that, besidn the Czar, 
th'ere exists another institution with 
co-ordinate or unknown functions, they 
will cease to talk to the people of their 
Czar, and tho latter will bo forgotten 
by them." Another minister begged 
his Majesty's permission to refraiii 
from discussing the proposed reform. 
" A week has not passed," ho added, 
'•since I swore to bo loyal to the Em- 
peror and '/Vutocrat.' In thu project 
under discussion autocracy is trampled 
under foot.' He did not wish to re- 
flect. on tho compilers of the project, 
but he sbould consider himself false to 
bis oath if he were to discuss the ques- 
tion of curtailing the autocratic power. 
Count Melikoff here interposed by 
protesting most strenuously again.st the 
unworthy accusation. The project had 
been approved by the late Emperor, 
and brought forward for discus- 
sion by the present Czar. Both these 
h<id been and remained autocrata 
The project contained nothing that 
would curtail tho autocratic power. The 
Count, who is usually socnlm and self- 
possessed, so diplomatic and "canny" in 
his proceedings, appears to hare spoken 
under the influence of great emotion 
rather than of strong logic. His in- 
dignation did more credit to the strong 
and loyal conditions of bia heart than 
to his cool judgment, as he said, "I was 
reared otherwise than in chancelleries 
(or government offices). If I perceived 
any inclination on the part of anybody 
to infringe on the' autocratic power I 
would kill myself," With better and 
irresistible logic, the Count added; "All 
the questions which it is proposed to 

c submit for diacu.ssion by the Commis- 
sion de R6iluct.ion are bping at present 

' discussed by society, by territorial as- 
semblies (the Zttmstvos),and assemblies 
of the nobility, but they are decided in 
government departments. "Lot them," 
he'said, "be brouglit into the light of 
day. and be decided, not by salaried 
officials, but liy persons elected by the 
nation." Afr.er other speechea a vote 
was taken, and the result of the discus- 
sion was as follows: In favor of the 
proposition {9),' Counts Adlebbero, 
Melikoff, MiLUTis, Valineff, M.M., 
Abaza (Finance Minister), de Ghiers, 
Nabokoff, Sabo'roff, Solsky, (Comp- 
troller General). Against (5), Prince 
LiBVBN, * General Admiral Possiett, 
(Minister of Railways); 11. Makoff 
(Posts and Telegraphs), M. Pobedon- 
ostseff (Procureur of Holy Synod) and 
Count Strooan-off, who is not a Min- 
ister of Slate, but by direction of the 
late, Emperor attends the Council of 
Ministers when specially" sutniBOQed. 
..XhojGirahd Duke ViADliiiR also attend 
ed the Council, without taking any 
part in the act of voting. Tho Emperor 
rose and thanked tho assembly. He 

■ said, — "Thus, gentlemen, the majority 
have expressed themselves in the sense 
that tlie proposition for the convocation 
of a preparatory commission elected by 
all classes ' should, in the interests of 
the State, be carried out. I agree with 
thjB^majority, and desire that the ukase 
should ascribe this new reform to ' tho 

.■ memory of our father, to whom it be- 
longed. Tho Minister of the Interior 

■•^ .■vyill prepare the ukase in accordance 
with iho. xemarkB which ws have 

• made;" ', Thoj subsequent retirement of 
,;/,'Cpiih€ Melikoff means that tho opin- 

ion of the minority prevailed over that 
of the majority; that tho Emperor who 
coincided with_ tho majority, when on 
the verge of granting reforms that would 
ensure peace and ccnfidence to hia dis- 
turbed empire, hesitated and finally 

• ',cbangedhis views. Constitutional reform 
>j;i'(ild''db'- more towards the extinction 

• .of^'-Nihiiism than all the repressive 
■^measures that have been or can be do-

CROWDED EXCURSTOy STEAM- 
ERS. 

The frightful calamity at London, 
Ontario, on Queen's birthday adds an- 
other to the long list of accidents which 
have resulted from crowding excur- 
sion steamers. It is a fact worthy of 
remark that nearly all the accidents of 
a similar nature have occurred when 
tbo steamora wcro linnmviard bound. 
Generally at the close of the day's sport 
there is a rush of tired excursionists for 
the boats which are nearly always filled 
beyond their capacity; and tho slight- 
est mishap often involves tho whole 
company in ruin. Visitors to tiio Gorge 
on Tuesday last (the very day and hour 
upon which about three hundred 
Londoners were engulphed) must 
have observed the overloaded condition 
of the little stcamsr and the scows she 
towed up and down the stream. Had 
an accident occurred to the steamer, or 
had a panic seized tho passengers on 
either of the trips, it is more than pro- 
bable that we should have hsd to record 
even a more terrible loss of lifo than 
that which has thrown Canada into 
mourning. That portion of the public 
who travel or who go upon excursions

London, Ont., May 20. 

A committee of citizena met tbia p. in. 
to ' consider tho situation and ooncort 
measurea. It was decided to ask tho Liout- 
Govcrnor to proclaim to-morrou- as a day 
of public mourning by suaponaion of buai- 
nosB. A committoc will call upon those who 
aro in straightoned circumatancea and ex- 
tend such relief aa may be accessary. The 
committee will also ham for audi buJiuu 
fts are neglected and devise means for tho 
erection of a public monument. It is pro- 
bable that such a monument will bo oroct- 
ad at Woodland Uometory, situated on 
tho bank of the river, almost overlouking 
the scene of disaster. 

An inquest began this evening. Tho jury 
formally viewed- tho (body of Mias Fairy 
Cooper and adjourned till to-morrow. 
The field l>attory was called out this p. m. 
for tho purpose of blowing up tho boat 
under which several more bodies aro sup- 
posed to be. People throughout the city 
feolatunned and stupifiod at tho blow and 
weeping men aro soon on oyerx side. Up 
to the present time (10.30) two hund- 
red and ai.xty-oight bodies have been re- 
covered. Twenty-two more bodies have 
been brought to tho surface, making about 
800 in all recovered. It is not known how 
many more aro lost. Tho city council 
met to-day and passed resolutions of con- 
dolehcbi ' A settled glpom reigns over the 
city. Almoat all b'uaiiiesa ia at a atand- 
atill and. crowds line tho streets discussing 
tho sad calamity. Tho burial of tho vic- 
tims is at this hour (2.30 p. m.) proceed- 
ing. A solemn stillness prevails in the 
city; Flags are at half maat aud.bells toll- 
ling.

Early this mornint; this community waa 
shocked by the intelligence that A. F. 0. 
Engirt, formerly in the employ of Haa.? 
Brothers, San Francisco, but for tho past 
18 months tl^eiidont hi^rerl^ad committed 
suicide b^ sliobtfn^ hiihsorf iii^the head in 
his room at the California House. The 
landlord (Mr. McGirr) had occasion to 
pass through the room this mornint; and 
at first supposed him to bo asleep in hia 
chair. ■• Gloao inspection, however, showed 
that he was dead, an empty derringer 
and a large pool of blood on tho floor dis- 
closing the ghastly fact that he had died 
by his own hand. The act was evidently 
a determined one. He sat down in a chair 
before the looking-glass near enough so 
that hia feet when on tho door were brac- 
ed against the bureau, and placed another 
pistol cartridge on the bureau in front 
ready in case the firat failed. He had 
evidently died without a struggle. A 
coroner's jury returned a verdict in ac- 
cordance with tho facts. 

George Cunningham, a young man in 
tho,.ra.ilroad employ, whilosittingamoking 
hia pipe yesterday morning, suddenly 
threw up his arms and dropped dead. He 
hadwbeen ailing for some time. Hia rela- 
tivca live in Saii Francisco.

THE LATE ALAAMZXTa STA&E 
ACCIDENT. 

Q-raphie Scscriptibn by ono of tho 

p ^\ I , ^ TTpBOt .. 

Ec! ■ NicoMiN, May 23. 

To TH K Editor: — I telegraphed you 
from Boston Bar a brief account of tho 
accident to tho stage this morning I will 
now try and givo you a more detailed ac 
count. One- of tho B. C. Express Co.'s 
new stages drawn by six horses left Yale 
at 4:40 this morning with olovcn passen- 
gers, as follows. Mr. Justice filcCroight, 
riiijs. Hamilton and wife, J.as. Bell and 
two others inaido, Mr.", Foster, Jliss Lyn- 
don, .T. P. .Smith, .Shep Young and the 
subscriber on tlie oataidc. Stove Tingloy 
was driving. Tlio riiorning waa fino and 
everything went smoothly till about 1I| 
milea from Yido at 7:20, in passing around 
a point where tlio railroad men wore gra- 
veliag just above tho wagonroad, several 
rocks had lodged in tiiu road. Wo stopped 
till they wore removod, as was thought, 
enough for us to p;ws and tho workmen 
sung out to C'.inip on." To avoid a bad 
place in tho road ahead caused by a broal; 
m tho cribbing on tho uutaido of tlie road 
Mr. Tingloy reined thu loaders in, whicii 
caused tho inside front wheel to raise 
upon a rook whicli liad been loft on thu 
inside of tho road. But for tho broak in 
tho road right ahead thi.a rock would not 
have been in the way. Shep Young, who 
was Bitting on the outside, jumped down 
and pushed against the stago and was 
helped by a railroad man named Dugan. 
Thoy had nearly righted the coach when 
the weight seoms to have been too much 
for thoui aud over "she" wont on to 
" hor " side, apparently throwing the men 
ovor tho cribbing aud aonio sovonty or 
eighty feet down the bank, where thoy 
brought up on a log or tree both injured 
and, I am afraid, Dugan seriously. Young 
got buck on tlio road without help; Dugan 
had to be packed up. lie was perfectly 
conscious, for between thu grouna 
wrung from him by tho pain tho bravo fel- 
low said, "I could have saved myself, but 
thought I could prevent the st»go from 
upsotting." An inside Heat was the saf- 
est thia tiuio, for those outsido whe (ex- 
copt Mr. Smith who fell on tlio road)wero 
pitched ovor tho broken cribbing. Mr. 
Tingley hold faat to tho lines and the 
horses stood perfectly quiet, tho men 
holding tho coach. It went over very 
easily and we were thrown but a short 
distance. I think as the coach tipped I 
must havo jumped and, landing on my 
foot in tho loose gravel, waa enabled to 
maintain my position against odds. Thnso 
inaidfi the co.ich lost no timo in crawhuR 
out on tho opposite sido. 'I'ho horses were 
unhitched, tlie cnach righted, tho cush- 
ions, looao soata and other things picked 
up, horses hitched on, " all aboard " was 
shouted and wo wore off again. Wo loft 
Dugan with his party and took Young on 
to Chapman's Bar and left him there, 
Had the upset occurred six feet further 
on, or a few feet back from where it did, 
we must have all gone over together with 
a "very slight' chance of any of us eaoap- 
ing, as it must bo nearly 300 feet down 
the slide to the rivor. 

Clinto.v, Slay 2-4. 
If tho same exagtjcrated reports of thu 
accident have gone below that procodcd 
Ua on tho up trip, you will bo under tho 
impression tiiat it was much worse than it 
really was. Wo all think that wo had a 
very narrow escape, and fool very fortu- 
nate to get off with the few alight scratches 
and bruises that we find wo havo to-day. 
We are very glad to learn that the doctor 
thinks Dugan is not dangerously hurt and 
Y'uuug only slightly. " All's well that 
end's woll. " J. F. Hawes.

"A Dairynuau" at Xorth Saauich con- 
tributes the following valuable notes on 
the dairy and how to stock it: - ^ 

Having had occisiou to obsurve foe tho 
la.st few years that largo quantities of 
butter aro annually imparted into Victoria 
for consumption, would it not bo to tho 
intoreat and prolu of tho farmers of Van- 
couver if they would make, an olfort to 
supply this most unportant demand / 
There aro a great number of farms that 
aro well adapted to dairying purpu-so^; and 
now that beef cattle aro furnishetl .su 
cheaply from the mainlaud were the island 
faruiors to turn their attention to tho 
dairy I fool convinced that they would 
find it most prolitablo. Judging from tho 
fact that thoro are some successful dairies 
carried on across tho straits, their princi- 
pal market being Victoria where they aru 
mot with a duty of 4 cents per lb., surely 
it ia not creditable to tho farmers here to 
say that thoy cannot compote advantage- 
ously with tho foreigner in thia particular 
article. Wore tho farmers to establish 
good d.airiea with well chosen stock thoy 
certainly, woilld find it far more profitable 
ivnd tlie consumers at Victoria would ex- 
lieriouco tho gratifying satisfaction of 
knowing that what tlioy woro buying aa 
buttor would not bo "oleouuirgaritio" or 
somo othor spurious artii.-lo -which of ton 
find its way to tho table of tho mo.st care- 
ful buyer. Of course it would l)e well to 
couaidor before entering into the dairy 
business which aro tho beat andmn.st pro- 
fitable dairy cows ( One of thu tlrat con- 
sidurations which occur in nuikiug this 
enquiry is thu f;ict that it is not nlwaya 
tho cow which givoa thu iaigost yield of 
milk tliat is tho most in'olitablo in thu 
dairy, but tho one which yiulds hor pro- 
duct thu most cheaply and of tho host 
quality. It has becumo iho fa.shion to 
give the palin aa a dairy cow to tho J eraoy, 
Guomsoy or .-Mdurnuy. But it is ciuesiiou- 
ablo if it would not bu a niiatako fur tho 
ordinary dairyman who makes buttor for 
tho general market to adopt uitlior at too 
great an expense. The Jersey in her 
place as a producer of butter to be sold 
and consumed froah, and wliich can bo 
taken direct to thu table, has few if any 
rivals; but it is Hafo to accoiit iho ropjrl.-i 
widely circulated as to l!io amount.s pro- 
duced ia dairies of Jersey cows with 
much allowance and it would be unwise 
lor iho general dairyman to build hia 
hopes thereupon. Yet an infusion of 
Jersey blood into a herd of well chosen 
native cows would doubtless provo to bo 
of advantage to tlioir progeny. Tho 
Devon cow certainly givoa more 
milk and as swuet Uavoruii ijuiti.-i 
as tho Jersey, that is of tho well- 
known shorthorn milking families, yet as 
a class the Devons are not to be relied 
upon for dairies. Perhaps if any uue 
pure brood reallj' stands pre-eminent as a 
buttor cow for general purposes it ia thu 
Ayrsliiru. Thia grade for many years has 
boon bred especially for dairy purposes, 
and milk-producing has been ono of thoir 
chief clmracteristics. But it Is doubtful 
if tho cost of a dairy of pure-bred co ws, 
even of Ayrshire breed, could bo made 
prolitable under ordinary circumstancos 
by any dairyman on this Island. Tlia 
common or native cow must bo tho ro- 
Bourcea of tho dairyman. Ho may improvo 
upon her, and by selection of Ids cows and 
tho use of puro bred bulls of the host 
character — the Jersey or Ayrshire being 
tho best blood to introduce — ho may in a 
few years build up a herd which will givo 
aa profitable results aa any " puro bred " 
herd would produce. This statement is 
tho result of careful observation and con- 
siderable oxporience and is given without 
hesitation as a well-considered and deli- 
berate judgment. It might bo useful to 
remark, however, that tho dairy interest 
of thi.? Lsland ia greatly injured by tho 
sacrifice of so many huifer calves, sent to 
the slaughter without discrimination, a.'^ 
woll aa by retaining so many poor, unpro- 
mising ones in the herd and allowing them 
to breed. Tho future of a calf may be 
very nearly prognosticated from tho char- 
acter of the dam, and from observing its 
own character. If it poaaeasea tho most 
Btriking points of a good buttor cow it 
should ba retained, and at whatovoi" cost 
carefully raised until final proof is made. 
A promising calf and a proGtablo dairy 
cow may be recognized at once by a prac- 
ticed oyo. She will bu shown by tho fol- 
lowing points : Her general .shape should 
bo wodge-liko, gradually \Yidoning from 
her fine muzzle to her ample quarters; 
her full abdomen and her well-developed 
but woll shapen udder. Her<boat is fine, 
her touch mellow, skin beneath tho coat 
doop orango color; hor logs aro neither 
clumsily short nor lung, but well propor- 
tioned and fino in bone ; her fore quarters 
aro light but her chest strong and the ribs 
well sprung and rounded; her neck deer- 
like and graceful and hor head fine with 
thick-set jaws and broad between tho eyes ; 
tho nidk vein large and full, tho udder 
equally formed and showing no dividing 
furrows and full.

Once 
inside the alido will hfS lowered and ateam 
introduced mto the retort for tho purpose 
of cooking the fish, which having boon 
done the cans will bo withdrawn and 
other oars sent in with loads of fi.ih to go 
through the aame process. Ko doubt is 
entcrtainod of the practicability of tho 
new plan, which will effect a great saving 
of labor.

THE PLAGUE AT BAaDAI). 

Likoly^ to bo Mors Eostnictlvo than 
the Eaithquako at Scio. 

[Now Voile IIoraM.] 

The cable announcement that the 
Turkish Government haa forbidden tbo 
Turkish newspapers to publish reportn 
of the Bagdad plague, which continuo 
to be unfavorable, reveals tho horrors 
of n calamity which the outsido world 
little suspects. It soems probable that 
tho ravages of this dread diaoasa in tho 
land which waa tho cradle of tho human 
race Lave but fairly commenced, and 
we shall not be unprepared for start- 
ling intelligence of its progress. The 
jilaguQ of 1831 did not set in at Bag- 
riad till near tho close of March, and 
even as late no the 4th of April that 
year tho deaths were not more than 
ono hundred and tifty a day. But this 
mortaliiy waa noluiiig coiilptired witli 
what followed. Defying not only all 
curable but allaviato medical treatment, 
it made rapid strides, and by April 10th 
tho daily mortality rose to 1,000 or 
more, and by the 20th had doubled this 
rate in a population not eiceoding 80.- 
000, of which nearly one-half, it was 
estimated, had lied the limits of the 
city. In that month alone not loss than 
30,000 souls perished from this scourge. 
The foundation of tho Tigris at the end 
of the month, according to an eyo wit- 
ness, "swept away 7,000 houses, bury- 
ing tho sick, tlie dying and the dead, 
with many in health, in ono common 
grave," It was only with tho cessation 
of tho Spring rains in May and the ar- 
rival of clear weather that cither the 
pestilence or the flood waa stayed or 
food could be gotten into the dty. 

Tho worst of the present visitation 
has, therefore, in all probability yet to 
corao or to be reported. In a abort time 
tho far-famed scorching Summer of 
Bagdad, in which Sir Henry Rawliu- 
son says tho thermometer occasionally 
mounts to 122 degrees, will add ita ter- 
ror to the scene of the plague's devasta- 
tions, the population of which is reck- 
oned at one hundred and fifty thousand. 
Unless tho plague should prove remark- 
ably mild and tractable, its victims will 
be much more numerous than those of 
the earthquake at Scio, whose suflibr- 
ings have awakened so much sympathy 
in this country and elsewhere, But the 
Porte's suppression of the news of tho 
Bagdad calamity seems the highest 
height of folly, and calculated to rob 
the plaguo-sraitten district of tho sym- 
jiathy and succor which the ou' -iidc 
world would extend to it, even i£ its 
own government is too heartless to re- 
lieve it 



A Ohuroh Question. 



Blitalo.N.Y., April 30.— St. Paul's 
Episropal church, where Buflalo'a weal- 
thiest and most aristocratic citizens 
meet to pray, will likely have a difficult 
question of discipline on its hands short- 
ly owing to the fact that one of its most 
rcKpected Sunday-school teachtjH, a 
young lady of 16, who haa been a 
regular attendant of the church for 
nine yeara and a teacher for three years, 
ifi daily found behind hor father's bar 
dispensing the fe.stivo lager and other 
compounds common in a well-ordered 
bar. To make the matter more com- 
plicated the bar-room is one of a kind 
very common in thia city' being large 
and commodious. On one side ia ar- 
ranged a row of tables where card- 
plaving and beer-drinking, ifec, may be 
indulged in 'ad libitum. The young 
lady whooccupies the anomalous position 
of a moral instructor to tho youth of 
St. Paul and bar-tender for her father; 
on being interviowed, said she tried to 
do her dual duty, and that it wan a lesson 
"never too old to bo taught" in or out 
of a Sunday Echool. She said that for 
three years past she had taught a Sun- 
day school class at St, Paul's on Sun- 
days aud tended bar the rest of the 
time. As she had never been criticised 
for it, she had supposed all along that 
her co workers in the church considered 
it just as legitimate for her to sell boer 
or whiskev as for them to drink either. 



The two electric lights at Akron, 
Ohio, displays from 300 to 400 lamps.
